must first be checked as to whether or 
| not he is subject to the act. 

“Consequently, it is nighly important 
{for this group to register immediately, 
,not only for their own protection in 
avoidance of interest penalties on con- 
tributions, but to protect their em- 
| ployees in the future.”
